^ In our attempt to establish reasonable projections of possible 
boviet military developments up to a decade in the future, it appears 
essential that this group have access to information on present and 
future U.S. weapons systems, on a "need to know" basis. Not only 
will this provide a basis for determining that which the Soviets may 
be reacting to in the future, but it can provide some insight into 
weapon developments which appear feasible technically.
